Our subject is streets 
ami if, in dis- 


cussing it, we hurt anyone's feelings 
we shall of course feel sorry. 
But jus- 


tice must be done though the heavens 
fall and corns are trod upnn. 
Within 


the pait eight mouths the 
taxpayers 


of Los Angeles have expended 
a large 


sum of money in grading 
tho streets 


yet these thoroughfares 
were, during 


the late rains, more 
difficult to travel 


over than the untouched adobe beyond 
the city limits. 
After all the money 


and labor spent on Main, Spring and 
other streets, this is inexcusable. 
Im- 


perfect 
judgement 
has 
wasted 
our 


money. 
Who 
made 
the 
discovery 


that the red 
sand 
of Fort Hill was 


good material for street grading? 
No- 


body; for the 
material is worth just 


nothing for that purpose. 
It looked 


well and operated 
well in dry weath- 


er. 
Ashes 
or loam would 
have done 


equally good service 
under 
like cir- 


cumstances. 
Hut when the rains fell 


anil the floods came 
the horses 
hoofs 


soon converted 
the much 
boasted 
of 


red 
sand 
paving 
material 
into the 


thincst quallity of slumgullion. 
One 


other point before summing up. 
The 


graded streets are 
too flat. 
There 
is 


not sufficient elevation 
in tiie center. 


The sidewalk, 
gutters or top 
sewers 


are useless for the purpose 
intended, 


ami they will remain 
useless 
until 


water falls into the 
habit of running 


uphill. 
Uut overlooking flat streets 


and flatter top sewers, 
the 
problem 


which is just now puzzling 
the 
tax- 


payers is why so much red 
sand grad- 


ing was done before 
a knowledge 
of 


how the material 
would stand 
rain, 


was obtained. 
Someone 
may have 


thought Fort Hill sand 
would 
make 


good grading material 
and 
the sand 


may have been 
successfully 
thrown 


into the eyes of the Council, but judg- 
ment, prudence and a proper 
regard 


for the people's pockets ought to have 
suggested 
the propriety of trying 
a 


block or so of the 
material 
at 
least 


one 
Winter 
before 
grading 
whole 


streets. 
The broad area of mud Which 


spreads from end to end of the ik wly 
graded streets make it as clear as mud 
to the most clouded vision 
that Port 


Hillsand is not worth the cost of haul- 
ing for grading purposes 
and that all 


the grading so far done with it is just 
so much 
labor 
nnd 
money 
thrown 


away useless, 
indeed, 
the object 
was 


to increase the depth of the mud. 
In 


that case and r.o other the purpose lias 
been attained to an 
alarming degree 


and the people's money has 
not been 


expended 
in vain. 


The Pardoning Power. 


Horace GbBSLT 
once 
refused 
to 


contribute to a church and when asked 
his reason 
for withholding a donat ion 


which migltfassist in turning sinners 
from the broad road that leads to eter- 
nal punishment, 
he said he did not he 


Have enough 
people went lo 
1 oil any 


way. 
We are not sure that all the poo 


pie go to the State Prison that deserve 
to be sent there, hut we have a strong 
suspicion that the pardoning power of 
the Executive 
is 
used 
too freely in 


opening the cell doors of convicts 
he- 


fore the expiration of the 
time 
ihey 


were sentenced 
to remain within 
the 


prison walls. 
During his hrief Guber- 


natorial 
career 
Governor 
PACHECQ 


has we believe affixed 
his signature 


to forty-six pardons. 
There 
may 
be 


some few cases among these 
forty-six 


deserving of executive clemency, 
but 


the probability is that 
the 
Governor 


knew but little about 
the facts 
con- 


nected with the conviction of the men 
he has pardoned beyond those set forth 
in the petitions for their release 
and 


as they were the work offriends it, is 
but natural to suppose 
that the 
worst 


features 
were kept as much 
as 
possi- 


ble in the 
background. 
To 
convicts 


being allowed to leave the prison 
on 


terms which enable 
them 
to regain 


their citizenship no one will oiler 
se- 


jlous objection, but it appears 
to us 


that when a man has been guilty of a 
criminal offense and his guilt has been 
established 
through a fair and 
impar- 


tial investigation by a jury of his peers 
his discharge 
before half the 
term 
of 


his imprisonment 
has expired, should 


only follow the clear and 
unmistaka- 


ble setting forth of a strong 
array 
of 


extenuating 
circumstances. 
Kxecu- 


tive clemency 
is> ridiculing 
judiciary 


wisdom. 
The inability of the Gover- 


nor to say no, is converting 
the 
ver- 


dict ofthu jury ami the judgment 
of 


the court into a, furco, 
Of the 
forty- 


six criminals 
whoso 
imprisonmeifl 


the Governor has shortened, it 
is 
al- 


most certain that forty of 
them 
will 


find their way back to their old quar- 
ters. 
If pardons 
made better 
men 
of 


those so favored, and induced them to 
iry and become respectable citizens we 
should say, let us have more pardons. 
But the records do not show that tbey 
do. 
Is not this branch of the Kxecu- 


tive power being too freely 
used.
